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Surplus Lands for Sale 


The South Florida Water Management District acquires land for the purpose of helping 
the agency meet its mission of environmental restoration, flood control and water 
resource development and protection. A comprehensive land assessment completed in 
September 2013 determined that about 3 percent of District-owned properties are no 
longer needed for mission-related projects. Lands that are designated for surplus may be 
(a) offered for public bid; (b) conveyed by the District to another governmental entity; or 
(c) used in potential real estate exchange transactions.

e A number of actions must occur prior to the solicitation of any public bids, 
including detailed ecological assessments, current appraisals, 
communications with local governments, notifications to adjacent 
landowners, a public noticed meeting and Governing Board approval. 


Public Bid Notification and Submittal Process 

e A legal notice of intention to sell any SFWMD land through public bids will 
be published for three consecutive weeks in local newspapers and online at 
www.sfwind.gov/surplusland. 

e An online surplus lands database enables users to find a variety of 
information about each surplus property, including the complete bid 
package information and solicitation deadlines (when bids are active).
